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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-4, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hoffinan et 
al. (US 5937535). 

Hoffinan Jr. et al. discloses a forced air drying unit comprising a housing, an inlet cavity, 
a baffle, air passages, a single or multiple orifice chamber, and a series of orifices allowing air to 
pass fi'om said orifice chamber to the exterior of the housing, an electrical cartridge heater 
mounted within the housing, and having a means for controlling the temperature of the material 
comprising thermocouple. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4, 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Platsch (US 
5502788) in view of Platsch (US 6601318). 
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Platsch *788 discloses the claimed invention except the specifics of the cartridge heater, 
including an elongated housing with an air inlet and an internal cavity, said air inlet open into 
said internal cavity to allow pressurized air to enter said internal cavity, a plurality of air outlets 
arranged spaced apart along a length of said intemal cavity to allow air to pass fi'om said internal 
cavity to the exterior of said housing; and a heater mounted within said intemal cavity of said 
housing. Platsch '318 discloses a heater for use in air heaters including a sohd cartridge heater 
wherein a heating element and a heat transfer body that includes heater fins, said heat transfer 
body having a contact surface that is in heat transfer communication with said heating element. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made, to 
the heater of Platsch '318 in the device of Platsch '788 since the specific type of heater used in 
'788 is not specifically discussed and '318 discusses the use that heater in devices such as '788. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 08/04/03 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant admits that the claim limitations are shown by the reference but argues that applicant 
has a different reason for combining the limitations and makes the combination in a somewhat 
different manner. Prior art teaching the structural limitations of the claim is not distinguished by 
applicant's argument.
